POLE AGAIN ON 
T R I P M T E S 


Six Aviators Soar Over Fro­ 
zen North and Are Ex pect­ 
ing to Land in West­ 
ern States. 


Seattle, Aug. 13 (JP)—Six more 
Soviet airmen soared over the 
forb idding north pole ice cap 
today in a flight they hope will 
b laze the trail for a future pas­ 
senger route. 
Two previous 
flights ended 
successfully in western United 
States after non-stop jumps of 
5300 and more than 6,000 miles. 
A four-motored, 35-ton craft 
b ore the six fliers over the roof 
of the world toward Fairb anks, 
Alaska, where they ex pected to 
land and refuel ab out noon (5 p. 
m. EST.) after a flight of ap­ 
prox imately 
4,000 
miles 
from 
Moscow, where they took off at 
10:13 a. m. EST. y esterday . 
At the controls of the huge 
monoplane was Sigmund Levan- 
effsky , one of the Soviet union’s 
most 
famous aviators, aften 
called the “Lindb ergh of Russia.” 
Four miles ab ove the ice, the 
b ig plane went zooming over the 
north pole ex actly 16 hours and 
18 minutes after it left Moscow. 
Levaneffsky reported at 11:31 
last night (2:31 a. m. EST.) in a 
message received b y A. Vart­ 
anian, 
official 
Soviet repre­ 
sentative here, that the plane 
was passing over the pole. 
Levaneffsky 
said 
every thing 
was “okay ” and that he would 
follow the 148th meridian into 
Fairb anks. 
Vartanian 
said 
the 
plane’s 
final destination was Oakland, 
Calif., ab out 6,000 miles in a di­ 
rect line from Moscow. 
The fliers’ message, he said, 
reported that a b lizzard howling 
far b elow the plane did not ob ­ 
struct its progress. 
The Soviet representative said 
the plane was making “record 
time” in its flight. 
It is ab out 1,400 miles from the 
pole to Fairb anks, b ut Levan­ 
effsky said Ire would not try for 
any speed record. His crew con­ 
sisted of Co-pilot Kostenaieff, 
Navigator Levchenko, Mechanics 
Pob ezhimoff and Godovikoff, and 
Radio Operator Galkovsky . 
The first two polar flights, one 
ending a Vancouver, Wash., the 
other at San Jacinto, Calif., 
were made in much smaller sin­ 
gle-motored 
planes, 
carry ing 
crews of three men. 
Before the takeoff Levaneffs­ 
ky announced the flight was an 
ex periment to study conditions 
that might affect regular air­ 
line 
service across the 
b leak 
polar regions. 
Vartanian said the flight was 
preliminary to the possib le es­ 
tab lishm ent of such service b e­ 
tween Moscow and the United 
States. 
The route of the plane from 
Fairb anks, where 2,000 inhab ­ 
itants planned a noisy welcome, 
lay southward across western 
Canada, over Edmonton, Alb erta, 
then Seattle, and down the coast 
to Oakland. 
Vartanian said several stops 
might b e made en route to Oak­ 
land from Fairb anks, where 10,- 
000 gallons of aviation gasoline 
was stored many weeks ago. 
Levaneffsky . who failed in an 
attem pt to cross the pole to 
America in 1935, said he planned 
to fly at a height of ab out 9,000 
meters, approx imately five and 
one-half miles, to find the b est 
weather conditions.

CONGRESS MAY 
DEFER ACTION 
ON WAGES BILL

Roosevelt ob jected to some pro­ 
visions in the version approved 
b y the house. 
Once that is out of the way , 
the senate will have little to do, 
aside from voting on the nomin­ 
ation of Senator Black (D-Ala> 
to the Supreme Court, until a b ill 
to plug tax law loopholes arrives 
from the house. 
Some 
opposition 
to 
Black’s 
confirmation developed, b ut ad­ 
m inistration leaders said they 
were confident it would b e grant­ 
ed without a prolonged b attle. 
House way s and means com­ 
mitteemen said the tax loophole 
b ill prob ab ly will receive approv­ 
al tomorrow. The house will vote 
on it Monday . 
The house b anking committee 
plodded through most of the 
low-cost housing b ill, b ut shunt­ 


ed aside all controversial sections 
for attention later. Members said 
they might not approve the 
measure before nex t week. 
Postponement of the 
wage- 
hour biU until congress meets 
again would be another major 
setback for the administration’s 
legislative program, which al­ 
ready has suffered more reverses 
than in any y ear since President 
Roosevelt first took office. 
Congress approved a court bill 
that was only a skeleton of the 
chief ex ecutive’s original court 
proposal. It provided for reor­ 
ganization of lower court proced­ 
ure and ignored„ entirely his de­ 
sire to add more justices to the 
Supreme 
Court 
unless 
older 
members retire. 
The house arranged to take up 
today a bill to grant Mr. Roose­ 
velt partial authority to reorgan­ 
ize government agencies and de­ 
partments, but there is an agree­ 
ment in the senate to defer that 
measure also until the nex t ses­ 
sion. 
The senate agriculture com­ 
mittee striving to get President 
Roosevelt to approve loans on 
cotton, adopted a resolution last 
night which would, pledge first 
attention nex t session to crop 
control legislation. A subcommit­ 
tee was appointed to ask Mr. 
Roosevelt today to permit a 10-or 
12-cent cotton loan to bolster 
19 37 crop prices.
